Chapter III.—Contiuod. 


In my last paper you may remember 
that I described the duties of the har- 
pooner or boat-steorer. I now pass on 
to the bow-oarsman, lie being next in 
order, as tho men sit in tho boat. A 
person of some considerable experience 
in the business is chosen for this oar, as 
he ia the man that tho officer puts chiei 
dependence on in assisting him in killing 
this leviathan of tho deep, so called. 
Then comes the midship-oarsman whose 
chief^duty is to attend to thocentre-board, 
raising or lowering it according to the 
orders of the officer. Next the tub- 
oarsman, who has to keep the lines in 
the tubs (of which there are two in eacli 
boat) constantly wet with salt water to 
prevent them from scorching as they 
pass around tho logger-head. This is a 
solid post of oak on the stem of the 
boat, on which the boat-stearer takes 
a round turn with the line, to keep 
tho whale from running away 
with tho whole of it, which would cer¬ 
tainly occur if tbia precaution was not 
taken. As the line runs hissing round 
the logger-head, tho tub-oarsman dashes 
bucket after bucket of water iu the tubs, 
bo that it may run out smoothly, and not 
be full of kinks, which are often the 
cause of serious acoidcnts when men are 
not careful managing the lino. 

I will here relate a little incident in 
reference to this, that happened up in 
the Arctic seas, to the second mate of 
the barque Trident, about 7 years ago. 
They were in Lat. 69.4, N. Long. 147 
W., and were down in chaae of the bow- 
head ; which is a species of right-whale. 
The boat that Mr. W., the second mate 
commanded, had got fast to a large 
whale that was bowling them alang 
through tho water at the rate of ton 
milos nn hour. Mr. W. was on the head

cattle and horses. The Cavalry from 
Fort Clark pursued the Indians, over¬ 
taking them at South Salana river, where 
a fight ensued. The Indians stood but a 
short time when they fled, pursued by 
the troops. Nine dead Indians were found 
on the field. 

A petition has been received from Un- 
alaska, one of the Aleutian islands, at 
the Post-office Department, asking for 
the establishment of a post-office thero. 

District-attorney Bliss reports to the 
Attorney-general that lie has examined 
sixty of the Virgiaius prisoners, and all 
of them tell the same story ; that they 
had no knowledge that the vessel was 
bound on a filibustering expedition. Mr. 
Bliss is of the opinion that the prisoners 
have an understanding as to the state¬ 
ments to be made. 

On the 2d inst., the Spanish Cortes re¬ 
convened, and President Qgstelar read 
his message. He congratulated the 
Cortes on the improved condition of the 
country, and asked the members to for¬ 
get party strife and unite for the preser¬ 
vation of the country and in placing the 
republic on a secure foundation. On the 
3d the Cortes upon a decree gave majori¬ 
ties of twenty against the government. 
General Bavia, a friend of Castelar, at 
the head of 14,000 troops then took pos¬ 
session of’the government palace, and 
dissolved the Cortes. After tho dissolu¬ 
tion of the Cortes, General Pavia sum¬ 
moned the leaders of all parties to form a 
new government. The Cortes asked 
Castelar to remain at the head of the 
new Government, but ho refused, and a 
new ministry with Marshal Serrano as 
President has been formed. 

There is a decided improvement in the 
revenue. Collections from both inter¬ 
nal revenue and import duties are con¬ 
stantly increasing, though it seems like¬ 
ly to be several months before tlie nor¬ 
mal condition of business will be re¬ 
stored. 

The committee of appropriations of 
the House has reduced the navy esti¬ 
mates by the sum of $3,000,000, leaving 
the total amount $16,387,000.

On ( the 30th of September, 1872, 
it was $26,386,722.84. On September 
30, 1873, the close of the last fiacalyear. 
it was $21,191,359.34. But the reduc¬ 
tion of $4,195,346.50 which the figures 
show is only apparent, as temporary loans 
ware made to redeem the State stock 
falling due in 1873. 

The receipts for the fiscal year were 
$16,803,138.24 ; disbursements $14,- 
371,737.63 ; balance in treasury Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1873, $2,431,450.61. 

The expenses of orecting public build¬ 
ings are outrunning the estimates. The 
greater portion of this excess is credited 
to magnificence of plan and suppression 
of true cost by architects, for fear their 
plans would be rejected. 

A serious abuse exists in regard to the 
payment of State taxes into the State 
treasury. By law the county treasurers 
are required to pay State taxes into the 
State treasuiy one-half on or before the 
fifteenth day of April, and tho balance on 
or before the fifteenth day of May. This 
provision is disregard, and the comptrol¬ 
ler is forced to borrow money and the 
people are taxed to pay the interest on 
the loans. 

It is recommended that some action 
be taken by the Legislature which will 
place trust companies on the same foot¬ 
ing with banks. 

The Governor recommends the passage 
a general law defining the powers 
of savings banks and repealing all 
special privileges of charters incon¬ 
sistent therewith. That these in¬ 
stitutions may be secure, it is recommend¬ 
ed that the amount which any individual 
may deposit should be limited ; that a 
higher rate of interest than five percent, 
should not be paid; and that no director 
or officer of a savings bank shall be an 
officer or director of any bank of discount 
in which the moneys of the savings banks 
are deposited. 

Against special legislation, the warn- 
of last year is renewed. 

^ reference to the defalcation in the 
btate treasury, the Governor says “there 
is not the slightest grounds for impeach¬ 
ing the integrity of the treasurer, or de- 
puty, or any other subordinate in the 
office except the defaulting clerk.” But 
he does not entertain a doubt that the 
defalcation is due to the unwarrantable 
confidence reposed in Phelps by thetreas- 
urer and his deputy. The amount of the 
defalcation, $304,975.91, will have to be 
made good to the treasurer by a tax. 

All topics of State concern are dis- 
eusted in the message with clearness. 
With the single exception of the curren¬ 
cy, it is confined to State matters. With

Now I think it quite as aristocratic to be 
surrounded by freed men, as slaves, and 
they are not a shade darker. I find my¬ 
self in the condition of a little girl who 
crept to bed with a colored “auntie” be¬ 
cause she was afraid to sleep alone. The 
next morning her friends laughed at, and 
tried to tease her, but she only shook her 
curls and said, “Pshaw ! I am just as 
white as I was when I went to bed.” 

Thursday. I left this last night as the 
darkness so increased the depression that 
had been upon me all the afternoon, that 
I was unable to think of the first tiling 
to write that did not wear a sable hue. 
To-day, sitting on the balcony in the af¬ 
ternoon sunlight, I fully realized that 
Damo Nature is not to blame if we stay 
shut up within gloomy walls, and get a 
heart-chill, any more than she is that the 
earth must sleep awhile in darkness. I 
wonder if wo do not need the same treat¬ 
ment spiritually that we do physically. 
We need hours of darkness in which to 
relax strained nerves, and rest the tired 
body, that their healthful tone may not 
be impaired or the energies weakened. 
I think God allows spiritual darkness 
to come upon us for the same purpose. 
Wo think prosperity, power and happi¬ 
ness are akin, and task ourselves to ac¬ 
quire them. When partially acquired a 
feeling of satiety may come over us, and 
the soul clamor for food. Yet, as the 
tired plowman braces his will anew that 
more may be accomplished before the 
setting of the sun, we say “Buffer, soul, a 
little more-neglect,only a little,that I may 
secure my worldly position.” Then God 
throws darkness around us. Poverty 
places its cold touch upon us, disease 
mocks us, or a loved one is called home.

with a little rain, I calculate that you 
poor creatures shivered through a cold 
snap just a week before^* *When we have 
fine warm days and the dust flies, I re¬ 
joice to think that you have had some 
nioo sleigh rides, and, may be, loft your 
soapstones at home. My letters from home 
fixed have the truth of this rule. A lit¬ 
tle cold goes a great way here. I have 
seen fires built to milk by, and I am 
told people chop w r ood by one on days 
when you would not think of your over¬ 
coat. 

These are some of the peculiarities of 
this peculiar people. I am not prepar¬ 
ed to tell you much of them, as I cannot 
get a stand point. I tried to classify 
things in my own mind when I first 
came here, but failed, so now I put every¬ 
thing under the head of ‘ promiscous,” 
and prevent disagreable surprises. Ar¬ 
chitecture, fashions, and habits, all fit 
ukder this head to perfection. I came 


as the inside of the houscTs similar to 
that ot any boarding school. Along the 
lower hall are the parlor, private rooms, 
library, private diningroom, commissary, 
*Ac. Across the Bayou enu of the build¬ 
ing is the chupel or schoolroom on our 
side, and children’s dining room on the 
other. Opening upon the Bayou lawn is 
the office where we meet to get the mail, 
work, chat, and eat molasses candy— 
not such poor stuff’ as you get either. 

The plantation contains seventeen hun¬ 
dred acres and was placed under tlie con¬ 
trol of a number of prominent men of the 
M. E. society in New Orleans, and the 
Home built in 1865. Since then the 
Home has fed, clothed and partly educa¬ 
ted, many otherwise destitute children ; 
some of whom are in other institutions 
of learning, others teaching, and striving 
in various ways to fill positions of useful¬ 
ness. Our young colored teachgr who 
drops in occasionally, has been a student 
at Whitestown Seminary. Two of the 
boys left last week for Baldwin Univer¬ 
sity, Ohio ; and another is in Howard 
University, Washington. These four I 
mention, not as exceptions, but because I 
ha ve more personal knowledge of them ; 
and of all olasses of young men that T have 
met, these colored boys aro, in politeness, 
good habits and intelligence above the av¬ 
erage. I should not wish to compare a 
dozen of these, impartially selected, with 
the same number of your village boys, as 
I believe in encouraging, homo talent. 
I am well aware that my observations 
have been made of a better class of color¬ 
ed people than are usually found in the 
Southern states, but they aro far behind 
your people in advantages. 

Tho plantation is worked by those in 
the quarters, and the Home children. 
Those who could pay for board and tuition, 
were accommodated, and also many white 
people from the North, have prefered to 
spend their winters here than at a South¬ 
ern hotel. I speak in the past tense be¬ 
cause everything looks dark, and unless 
help comes, it may be these regulations 
will apply only to tho past. The Home 
has been laboring under financial difficul¬ 
ties for a time, but as last year an estate 
valued at $16,000 was bequeathed to it 
by an Illinoian, the strain was supposed 
to bo nearly ovor. Now the will is con¬ 
tested by relations, and the board hesi¬ 
tates upon the verge ofa lawsuit in which 
much may be gained or lost, and, as the 
last “drop in the bucket," the sugar house 
holler exploded about a month ago, k til¬ 
ing one boy instantly and fatally injuring 
three who have since died. Othoi a suf¬ 
fered from scalding but have recovered, 
Tt will take quit® a sum to rebuild, and

Gallaudet is expected to bo in Mexico t© 
hold a service for deaf-mute*. We shall 
hold the service at Grace church, at 7 P. 
M., and devote the evening to social 
pleasure. All deaf-mutes and their 
friends are cordially invited to be present.

The Editor of the Deaf Mute Advance, 
in his last issue for November, says, in 
praise of his paper, in "an editorial arti¬ 
cle under the head of “Facta and Fig¬ 
ures,” that “tho Advance has the ablest 
deaf-mutes in the country as correspon¬ 
dents.” 

Now, this is rather far from the truth. 
The columns, of the Advance have of 
late been filled mostly with poorly written 
articles and often with the worst sf>eci- 
mensof English composition. Are these 
the productions of our “ablest deaf- 
mutes?” We do not doubt that they 
think, and the editor thinks, that they 
are good writers, yet wo see many mis¬ 
takes in what they write for the Advance. 
There is no pondering among us about 
this. We know whose fault it is. 

If the Advance wants to claim, with 
honor, that it lias the “ablest deaf-mutes 
in the country as correspondents,” it had 
better get a good proof reader and set 
him to work day and night, and have 
him read the proof sheets over and 
over till all mistakes are corrected. N®t 
until then will our “ablest de af mutes” 
venture to write for tho Advance, since 
they do not want their articles er oded 
by omissions o f claus es, or wTioIh^and 
i-half rentanm,. r.r_I>y tt’poarraphical er- 
j rors. 

1 Let us sec what effect the sentence, 
above quoted, bus upon fhe public. 

Should any one, ignorant of the deaf- 
mutes and their education, take up and 
read several numbers of the Advance, 
and then come across the sentence which 
the editor used in making believe that 
his paper lias the ablest deaf-mutes in the 
country as correspondents, what would be 
his idea of deaf-mutes -and the standard 
of scholarship among them ? 

Now, this may influence him to join 
in the rather popular belief that deaf- 
mutes cannot accomplish much ; and 
should it ! appen that a mute applies to 
him for a position as copyist, clerk, 
bookkeeper, or the like, ho is very likely 
to bo refused it, because his would-be 
employer thinks he cannot till it as well 
as hearing persons. 

This is rather discouraging. Shall we 
go on without doing what wo can to pre¬ 
vent the further spread of this evil ? 

Plainly, no. We should and must, if 
wo would that our many difficulties he 
removed, unito together our determined 
efforts and try to put a stop to such 
causes of evil as the one just brought be¬ 
fore us. There is no difficulty or impos¬ 
sibility about *this if every intelligent 
mute will lend a hand. Just resolve that 
“united, we stand; divided, wefall’ and 
we are formidable. “With maloce to 
none’ and without any other motivo than 
an urgent desire to promote ourselves in 
the eyes of the world, we ought to de¬ 
nounce the Deaf-Mute Advance as a nox¬ 
ious and unprincipled paper because we 
are rendered ridiculous to the public in 
general by its ;peculiar and unheard-of- 
manners. It is tho practice of the Ad¬ 
vance to fill its editorial columns, (proba¬ 
bly because it has nothing elso to say,) 
with abuse of those who are brave 
enough to tell in print just what they 
think of it. We would warn the Ad¬ 
vance that in our eas* this won’t do. It 
has time and again said that nothing but 
good personalities are allowed in its 
columns, and we want it do what it says 
it does. VV e want it to give us articles 
that are fit to be read, in a word, we 
want it to reform or forever after to hold 
its peace.

Leeds and 
Giesey, and Rev. Mr. Gbolson, was in¬ 
terpreted by Dr. Gallaudet. On the 
following Sunday P. M Dr. Gallaudet 
held a service for deaf-mutes in Grace 
church, and expressed his views in isola¬ 
tion to Mr. Adams’ life and character.
